Allowable Subject Matter 



1 . Claims 1-21 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Prior art does not show two optical waveguides with exposed sections of their core 
layers connected to each other such that the optical paths of the two core layers intersect at 
an angle of approximately 5 degrees as required by independent claims 1, 13-18 and 21.
